ACTION FOLLOWS LONG EVASION 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.}—A 
Warrant Was sworn out tonight by James 
Kevley, general manager of Tun Cuicaco 
TRIBUNS, charging George O. Glavts of Chi- 
cago with embezzlement. 

In the warrant Glavis is charged with steal- 
ing certain books, documents, and papers, 
the property of Taz Trisuns. 

Wade H. Ellis, formerly assistant attorney 
general, has been retained by Tun TRIBUNE 
as its counsel in the case. 


TRIBUNE office in Chicago and said he had 
personal knowledge that the books of a cer- 
tain firm in Washington contained evidence 
of the moral turpitude of a certain United 
States senator and other officials of the gov- 
ernment in connection with business rela- 
tions before certain federal departments.

Glavis now 
stateg the books are not in his possession 
and declines to say what has become of 
them.

PAINTS ABBEY’S GLORIES. 


Reviews Its History from Found- 
ing by Edward the Confessor 
to the Present.

Westminster Abbey contains more Eng- 
lish history shrined in stone than does any 
other building, except the tower of London. 

In the dim religious light,” colored by the 
fires of painted glass, but unaided by any 
artificial tints on the old gray stones, most 
of the sacred ceremonies sanctifying Eng- 
land’s achievements have been held. 

&. Paul's, as we now see K., is modern. 
The abbey alone stands as it stood when Eng- 
land was in the making. | 

Upon those stones rested the eyes of the 
fathers of those who now rule the British. 
North American, and the Australasian em- 
pires. 


Before the altar, which stood in that very ö 


chanel, and up the “ long drawn nave, un- 
der the same groined roof so far aloft, came 
the porcessions, century after century, to 
crown a monarch as in the pageant of today; 
or to give thanks for victories which are far 
more than names only of the pest, for they 
have given to us today the texture of our 
laws and the traditions of our freedom. 
From Westminster hall, near this church. 
have gone forth the principles of civil con- 
duct that have formed the statesmen and 
heroes, who have often themselves been laid 
to rest under the pavement now trodden by 


the feet of those who have made the history.

Statues of Great Along the Walls. 

Statues, tablets, monuments to poets, sol- 
diers, sailors, orators, mark the base of the 
walls of the aisles, perhaps in too great pro- 
fusion, but memory likes to be aided by such 
memorials, 

They shaped the hopes and resolutions of 
their countrymen, and they, too, evalued the 
ancient poetry that told how this shrine of 
Westminster had been chosen as the place of 
prayer without the walls of the old city.

“ fortress of the pool,“ was a favorite place 
for its citizens for summer excursions. A 
small church had been built. Around it the 
thickets of thorn were white with blossom 
along acres of ground where the fishers’ wat- 
Med huts arose.

With his queen, King George drives to the 
portal in the great gilded carriage drawn by 
the cream colored horses, the sole surviving 
relics in our state pageants of the memories 
of our connection with Hanover. Led by 
scarlet clad grooms and caparisoned in scar- 
let harnessing, preceded by long lines of 
troopers in plumed helmets and body armor 
fiashing in the sun, the team of horses draws 
the big coach up to the abbey, while a roar 
of welcome tells the expectant crowds in the 
church that the monarch has come. 


Order of Their Entrance. 

First come the clergy, robed in white, and 
purple, and red; then the king’s household, 
followed by the union standard and the high- 
est officers in church and state, the first of 
them who attend wearing ermine over their 
shoulders and long robes with train of crim- 
son velvet. 

With her ladies following her, the queen 
comes next, her cloth of gold train of great 
length held by pages, the nobles carrying her 
regalia. 

The king’s procession fojlowe. Two bishops 
accompany him, the noblemen bearing the 
four swords of state, and among others in 
the rear the head of the civic government of 
wonderful London, the lord mayor, who, in 
virtue of his office, takes part in all the great 
state pageants, from the first meeting of the 
monarch’s privy council on the day of his 
accession to sovereignty to the day of his 
crowning. 

Thus ordered and arranged according to an- 
cient precedent, through all the long drawn 
history of this realm, the march through the 
dark Gothic gateway is conducted: the 
queen's precession, when it has passed to 
the center space between the transepts, pass- 
ing to the left, and the king’s to the right of 
a dais or low raised platform of blue velvet 
which occupies the largest free space in the 
church, and is furnished with two great 
gilded chairs. 


Where Ceremonies Are Held. 

It is on this platform, or theater —or 
place of view—as in quaint language & is 
called, that the chief ceremonies are per- 
formed after the crowning. Until then the 
sovereigns seat themselves on chairs in the 
choir, where is placed aiso the ancient throne, 
carved by the order of Edward L, containing 
the heavy stone brought from Soone in Scot- 
land, because it had always been held by 
legend in the north that where that stone lay 
there also would be the seat of empire. 

The throne’s high back raised to a decorated 
point above the king's head, conceals his fig- 
ure to many in the na ve. 

The chair to which he first proceeds is no 
the throne, but one placed on the right of the 
choir, and called the recognition chair, from 
the ceremony that follows after he hes taken 
his seat. 

The queen beate herself, attended by ner 
court, on a chair similarly placed on the op- 
posite side. The anthem then rings out, and 
now, as the assembly stands, one can see 
well the general effect of the color which has 


flowed into every nook and gallery of the high 


narrow spaces between the pointed arches 
around the chancel and choir. | 

The screen behind the altar gives a broad 
bright mass of light, many hued with gild- 
ing and mosaic. The figures of the ciergy in

shaft and roof. And when the crowds are 
seated, the dull lines seem duller, for the nar- 
rowness of the bands of brightness which have 
shrunk in size and the flash of jewels is less 
seen when there is less movement. 

Every one listens in perfect silence as the 
archbishop, in white, gold, and purple, at- 
tended by the lord chancellor, in black an- 
gold, the great chamberlain, in crimson and 
errrine, and two others, with a gorgeous her- 
ald, steps down from the choir, and, going.to 
the back of the coronation chair, and facing 
the nave, says, while the king remains in his 
chair in the choir: 

* Sirs, I here present unto you King George, 
the undoubted king of this realm; wherefore 
all you who are come this day to do your 
homage, are you willing to do the same?’ 


“God Save King George!” 


Then the congregation’s turn comes, and 
a vast shout goes up from all parts of the 
crowded abbey, God save King George!’ 
and the trumpets sound. * 

The king and queen move to other chairs 
nearer the altar, at which the nobles who 
have hitherto borne the regalia have already 
t: ven them up to the prelates awaiting them 
there. . i 

Then follows the taking of the oath ad- 
ministered by the archbishop: 

“Will you solemnly promise to swear to 
govern the people of this United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and the do- 
minions thereto belonging, according to the 
statutes in parliament agreed on, and the 
respective laws and customs of the same?’ 

The King: “I solemnly promise so to do?” 

The archbishop: ‘Will you to the utmost 


of your power maintain the laws of God, the 


true profession of the gospel, and the Protes- 
tant reformed religion established by law? 
And will you maintain and preserve inviola- 
bly the settlement of the Church of Eng- 
land. and the doctrine, worship, discipline, 
and government thereof, as by law estab- 
lished in England? And will you preserve 
unto the bishops and clergy of England, and 
to the church therein committed to their 
charge, all such rights. privileges. as by. 
law do or shall appertain to them, or any 
of them?” e 

The king: “All this I promise to do.“ 

A canopy of cloth of gold is held by four 
earls over the coronation chair when the 
king is seated there. s 

Next Anoint the King, 

After a hymn the anointing takes place 
on head, chest, and hands, a few drops of oil 
being poured from a golden spoon. The gar- 
ments mysteriously named the ~solobium 
sindonis, supertunica, and girdle are put on, 
the heels are touched by the spurs: of gold. 

With the sword of state a remarkable cere 
mony is performed, for one noble gives it to 
the lord chamberlain, who gives in return 
another sword which he delivers to the arch- 
bishop, who laye it on the altar, then delivers 
it to the king, who offers it at the altar, and 
then the noble who first carries the sword 
presents 100 shillings to the clergy, who, re- 
ceiving the gift in a golden dish, surrenders it 
to the noble, who draws the blade from the 
scabbard, and therafter through all the suc- 
ceeding service carries the sword of state 
bare, close to the king. 

“With this sword,” says the arckbishop, 
standing before the king and reading from 
a treat scroll held up for the special purpose 
by the attendant bishopa, who have drawn

RITES OF THE CORONATION. 

LONDON, June 21.—The impressive cere- 
monies of coronation day, including the coro- 
nation itself and the manifold details which 
accompany it, are all lald down with the ex 
actness of officia] procedure, so that it is easy 
to foresee the series of brilliant events which 
are about to be unfolded. 

Early in the morning the following is the 
first requirement specified in the official 
form: | 

In the morning upon the day of the corone 
tion early care la to be taken that the ampulla 
is filled with oll, and, together with the spoon, 
be laid ready upon the altar in the abbey 
church.” 

Outside the west door of Westminster abbey 
where the coronation occurs, the archbishops 
and bishops await the approach of their 
majesties, which is set for 11 a. m. Entering 
the abbey, the king and queen pass along the 
body of the cathedral, through the choir, an 
up the stairs to an elevated platform known 
as the theater. Passing by their thrones they 
knee] in prayer at faldstools set for them be- 
fore their chairs of state, on the south side 
of the altar, then taking their places on the 
beautifully carved and historig state chairs. 


King Presented to People. 
‘Then the Archbishop of Canterbury, to- 
gether. with the lord chancellor, the lord greet 
chamberlain, the lord high constable, and the 
earl marshal, with the garter king at arms 
preceding them, goes to the east, south, west, 
and north sides of the theater in succession, 
and proclaims in a loud voice: 

“ gir, I here present unto you King George, 
the undoubted king of this realm: wherefore 
all you who are come this day to do your 
homage and service, are you willing to do the 
game?’ 

The people signify their willingness by 
shouting “ God save King George!” 

The trumpets thereupon sound a loud fan- 
fare and the sacred vessels and regala, ex- 
cept the swords, are placed upon the altar, 
after which two bishops sing the Litany; the 
ante-communion service is recited and a short 
sermon preached, at the beginning of which 
the king, who has hitherto remained unooy- 
ered, puts his crimson vélvet cap bordered 
with ermine upon his head and retaing it 
during the address. 


Coronation Oath Is Taken. 

After the sermon the coronation oath 10 
administered, the king kneeling on the steps 
of the altar, after the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury has put the formal question. Sir, is 
your majesty willing to take the oath? te 
which the king replies, “ I am willing!“ 

The king then solemnly promises to govern 
according to law and to maintain the es- 
tablistied “religion, and, with hie hand on 
the gospels, swears, “ The things which I 
have before promised I will perform and 
keep, so help me God Then his majesty 
kisses the book and the oath. 

Returning to hie chair the king remains 
there while the religious service is continued 
and, after a short prayer, rises and ig dis- 
robed of his orimson robe by the lord great 
chamberiain. Then he takes off his cap of 
state and proceeds again tothe altar, whence 
he goes to St. Edward's chair, in which he 
takes his seat. Four Knights of the Garter 
hold a canopy over him and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury anocints him. 

‘Anoints Head of King. 

While the archbishop pours the oll on the 
king's head he says: “ Be thy head an: ut ed 
with holy oll, as kings, priests, and pieohets 
were anointed.” 

-As he anoints him on the breast he says; 
* Be thy breast anointed with koly oll.“ 

As he anoints the king’s hands he sayae 
„Be thy hands anointed with holy oil.” 

Then he continues: And as Solomon wag 
anointed king by Zadok the priest and Na- 
than the prophet, so be you anointed, blessed, 
and consecrated king over this people, whom 
the lord your God hath given you to rule 
and govera. In the name of the father, and 


— 


or the son, and of the holy ghost, amen.” 
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The king then kneels down while the arch- 
bishop says a blessing over him. 

The dean of Westminster now places the 
eolobium sindonis, or alb, over his majesty’s 
shoulders, followed by the tunicle, or dal- 
matic. The king’s heels are touched with 
the great golden spurs by the lord great 
chamberiain, and the sword of justice is girt 
round him, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
meanwhile saying: “ With this sword do 
justice, stop the growth of iniquity, protect 
the holy church of God, help and defend 
widows and orphans.” This sword is then 
taken off the king, drawn from its scabbard, 
and carried naked in front of the king dur- 
ing the rest of the ceremony. 

His majesty’s investiture with the stole 
and the imperial mantle 18 then performed 
by the dean of Westminster, the clasps being 
fastened by the lord great chamberlain. — 

After the king has dgain taken his seat in 
St. Edward’s chair the orb is brought from 
the altar and placed in his hand by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who also places 
on his right hand little finger the ruby ring. 

A giove ts presented to his majesty by 
the lord of the manor of Worksop, who 
élaims this as an hereditary duty, and then 
the scepter with the cross, the symbol of 
power, is put into the king's right hand, and 
the scepter with the dove, the emblem of 
equity and mercy, into his left hand. 


Consecration of Crown. 

The culminating point of the ceremony is 
the consecration of St. Edward's crown by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury at the altar, 
the venerable clergyman repeating in solemn 
tones the prayer: 

O, God, the crown of the faithful; bless 
we beseech thee, and sanctify this thy serv- 
ant, George, our king: and as thou dost this 
day set a crown of pure gold upon his head 
so enrich his royal heart with thine abundant 
grace and crown him with all princely vir 


tues, through the king eternal Jesus Chris 


our Lord. Amen.” 

After this prayer the archbishops ans 
bishops leave the altar and go towards the 
king, who has meanwhile taken his seat in 
St. Edward's chalr. The dean of Westmin- 
ster brings the crown from the altar, hands 
it fo the Archbishop of Canterbury, who rev- 
erently puts it on the king’s head. At the 
game Moment all those present acclaim “‘ God 
save the king!“ and the peers put their coro- 
nets on their heads. The trumpeters blow a 
loud fanfare and at the same instant the 

und of the booming of a royal salute from 
thé batteries stationed in Hyde park and from 
the guns of the ancient tower of London is 
heard. 


King Lifted Into Throne, 

The enthronement occurs immediately after- 
wards, the king being lifted into his throne 
by the archbishops, bishops, and peers. 

A general act of homage to the king ifs led 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, who, after 
kneeling before his majesty, kisses him on 
the left cheek, and is followed by the Prince 
of Wales, who removes his coronet, kneels 
down, and does homage, in which he is suc- 
ceeded by the princes of the blood royal, each 
of whom touches his majesty’s crown and 
kisses him on the left cheek also. Dukes, 
marquises, earls, viseounts, and barons carry 
out the same proceeding in the order of their 
precedence, only the senior peer of each de- 
gree actually kneeling, touching the crown 
and kissing the king on the cheek. 

Drums beat and trumpets sound when the 
homage is over and all those in the churcb 
shout once again: God save King George!” 


Crowning of Queen Simple. 

The coronation of the queen, which now 
ensues, is a much more simple ceremony. 
Supported by two bishops, her majesty kneels 
at the steps of the altar while a prayer is 
said, thence she passes to a faidstool between 
the altar and King Edward's chair, where 
the Archbishop of Canterbury anoints her 
only upon the crown of the head, while four 
peeresses hold a canopy over her. She has a 
ruby ring placed upon the fourth finger of 
her right hand as a seal of her good faith 
and a crown placed upon her head by the 
erohbishop, at the moment this is done the 
peeresses present placing their corenets on 
their heads. 

The archbishop then places the scepter with 
the crose into her right hand and the scepter 
with the dove into her left hand, and she 
proceeds to her throne, bowing to the king in 
passing. ‘ 

The ensuing portion of the ceremony is of 
@ purely religious character, the king and 
queen going to the steps of the altar, where 
they take off their crowns, hand over the 
gifts, that from the king comprising an altar 
cloth and an ingot of gold weighing a pound, 
and those of the queen an altar cloth and a 
mark weight of gold. The monarchs par- 
take of the Lord's supper, afterwards re- 
placing their crowns and, with the scepters 
in their hands, return to their thrones for thé 
final prayers. 

Pass Into St. Edward’s Chapel. 

The processions are now reformed and 
the king and queen, followed by their suites 
carrying the regalia, pass into St. Edward's 
chapel from the south and north sides of 
the altar respectively. 

After exchanging bis official crown for the 
imperial crown and taking off the imperial 
mantle and replacing it by his robe of purple 
velvet the king, accompanied by his consort, 
each bearing in the right hand the scepter 
with the cross, and the king in his left hand 
the orb and the queen the scepter with the 
dove, passes back to the west door of the 
abbey, where the procession hed first en- 
tered, and the return journey to the paiace ig 
begun. 

In connection with the religious side of 
ceremony at the abbey the Bible on which 
the king takes the oath is a new one on each 
occasion. At the coronation of Edward 
VII. the Bible was a joint gift of the Univer- 
sities of Oxford and Cambridge and is now 
preserved in the library at Lambeth palace. 
The same universities have presented the 
Bible used by King George to the Archbigh- 
op of Canterbury.

Lloyds Weather Business Reaches 
Huge Proportions. 


FORECAST NOW UNCERTAIN. 


Downpour Early This Morning in Ire- 
land and West England.

LONDON, June 22, 5a. m—Lioyd’s insur- 
ance against the weather for coronation 
day has increased prodigiously within the 
last two or three days. The underwriters 
raised the rates on Wednesday, charging & 
guineas per cent to cover « risk of one-fifth 
of an inch of rain on Thursday.

Prof. Herms has made a study of the fly and its dangerous qualities as a car- 
rier of disease for many years and the results of his investigations have been 
embodied in books, scientific treatises, and bulletins. 

Many of the latter have been reprinted and circulated by the Berkeley (Cal.) 
board of health, and this has resulted in the practical extermination of the house fly 
‘from that town and its suburbs. That body passed a stringent ordinance regulating 
the erection and maintenance of stables, and violators are rigidly punished. This 
relates to the screening of stable doors and windows and the covering of manure pits. 
The contents of the latter are not only kept from flies but are removed often and 
when. in the pits are treated with lime or decoctions of kerosene and acids which kill 


the files’ eggs. The open manure pile is banished. 
On the surrounding ranches the manure is not allowed to accumulate but 
tered on the flelds and exposed to the sun. 


Empty town lots are kept clear of *rub- 


bish which will attract flies as good breeding places. 5 
Petroleum oils, sold on the market as “miscible oils,” spray emulsions,” ete., 
are applied on manure and other material in the proportion of one part of oll to ten 


parts of water. 
Prof. Herms says: 


“Strike at the root of the evil. 


The house fly breeds in horse 


manures, kitchen offal, and the like. Dispose of these materials in such a way that 


the. house fly cannot propagate. 
“ly proof closets, bins, and garbage 


cans must be used. Stalls must be kept 


clean of manure; stable yards and horse lots must be cleaned and scraped. 

“Direct methods of control are simpler and incalculably more effective than tem- 
porary, ever-to-be- repeated methods as would be the application of insecticides. 

„Manures already infested with larve may be treated (drenched) with a good 
insecticidal distillate emulsion (one part to ten of water) which has a high flash 
point. Cresol compounds used five times as strong as rated for dips are also useful, 

as is chloride of lime if used liberally. Both, however, are relatively expensive. 

“Wiles collected on the windows may be sprayed with one of several proprietary 
insecticides, a 5 per cent to 8 per cent solution of formaldehyde (a nonpoisonous 
liquid) sweetened with sugar, honey, or the like, and placed in shallow vessels on 
window sills and tables serves as a good substitute for arsenical and cobalt iad poi-

There can be no doubt that if the oath 
were administered more impressively the 


witness would be less likely to bear false 


witness, He would be more impressed with 
the ceremony if the clerk would look him 
square in the eye. 

“I think that another of the causes of 
perjury is perhaps the frequency of the offi- 
cla] oath. Every man who assumes a pub- 
Mic office takes an oath to carry out all the 
duties of his office and then in many cases 
does as he pleases. 

“Under our present legal system it is 
practically impossible to draw an invulner- 
able indictment for perjury, provided the 
accused has a smart attorney. It is use- 
less to relate how many perjurers in this 
state escape punishment, but they wil) con- 
tinue to escape till the law governing the 
prosecution of perjury is simplified so that 
any one who swears falsely can be punished.“ 


Levels Guns at Burke. 

At the morning session of the association 
State’s Attorney Wayman attacked the 
policy of State’s Attorney Burke of Sanga- 
mon county in dismissing the bribery and 
corruption charges in the Lee O’Neil Browne 
case. 

“The fact,” he said, that the state’s at- 
torney of Sangamon county, the capital 
county of the state, should nollie. prosse 
charges of corruption and bribery presents 
a question to the state’s attorneys that 
cannot be overlooked. That he should give 
as his reason the statement that the people 
are not in favor of prosecuting bribers and 
corruptionists does not help his case in my 
opinion. I am not in favor of such whole- 
sale condemnation of the public.“

THE FOREST PRESERVE. =~; 

„Somebody blundered and the vote cast 
last fall for the creation of a forest preserve 
district goes for naught. The proposition sub- 
mitted was to create such a district to take 
in the whole county, but the only voters to 
whom it was submitted were those of Chi- 
cago and Cicero. The voters in the rest 
of the county were not given an opportu- 
nity to say whether they were for or against 


power to tax them, and issue bonds towards 
whose payment they would have to con- 
tribute. Manifestly this omission vitiated 
the election and it will be necessary to begin 
over again. 

It is regrettable that there should be any 
delay in the organization of a forest pre- 
serve district for this county. Every now 
and then some bit of woodland which should 
have been saved is swept away. But this 
last delay is not so serious a matter. The 
law stands and all that is required is an- 
other election. That can be had in Novem- 
ber when some judges have to be elected. 
The preliminarjes are simple—a petition by 
a thousand voters and a hearing—for which 
there is abundant time—before the county 
judge. Then will follow the submission of 


proposed district.” The next time it should 
be submitted to.all of them, and not a part. 


CHICAGO PAVEMENTS. 
The Chicago bureau of public efficiency 
could not have taken in hand a subject of 
more importance to real estate owners than 


| that of street paving. They are deeply in- 


terested in the cost and durability of pave- 
ments on which millions of dollars contrib- 
uted by them are expended yearly. 

The report of the bureau is an exhaustive 
one. It goes into all the minutis of pave- 
ment construction and suggests numerous 
changes which deserve the careful consider- 
ation of the board of local improvements. 
It has something to say of that perennia! 
and seemingly incurable evil, poor inspec 
tion. 

The report points out one simple, easy 
way in which property owners could be 
saved $200,000 annually. That is by making | 


pavements conform to traffic conditions. 
Where the traffic is light the pavement need 
not be so substantial and expensive as

The report condemns the specifications for 
wood pavements. Itsays that by barring out 
creosote oil as a preservative and compell- 
ing the use of a high priced oil which thus 
far has seemed inferior to the cheaper kind, 
an oil monopoly has been given one com- 
pany. This is not the first time that the 
wood pavement specifications have been at- 
tacked, but never so much in detail as now. 

The report is one which a private cor- 
poration would be thankful for if some 
branch of its business were concerned. It 
shows the valuable work the bureau of 
public efficiency can do, and how desirable 
it is that it should receive generous public 
support, 


ADKINS’ RESPECT FOR THE HOUSE. 

Speaker Adkins in his tactics yesterday 
again disclosed his unscrupulous determina- 
tion to defeat waterway legislation. In 
the midst of a roll call and without the 
formality of a motion from the floor he at- 
tempted to adjourn the house. This infor- 
mality having been noted and corrected, he 
then gaveled through an adjournment. 
Previous to this an attempt had been made 
to force a delay of a week, and, altogether, 


we find the house of representatives once 


more in the midst of a chaotic situation 
from which the public will hardly dare hope 
for anything good. 

The most hopeful consideration is that the 
interests fighting conservation have had to 
select so crass and clumsy an instrument. 

We believe that, evil as are some of the 
elements in the house, there is a sound ma- 
jority which will not stand for this stupid 
autocracy which proposes to revive the 
methods of Miller, the tool of Yerkes and 
Lorimer in the days of the Humphrey and 
Allen bills, 

If Adkins is cherishing any political hopes 
at present he will do well to recall the case 
of Miller and consider that that would-be 
czar passed swiftly into oblivion. When 
he is recalled men hold their noses. 


THE SANE FOURTH. 

If we do not havea sane, noiseless Fourth 
of July next year, it will be owing to the 
failure of the council to utilize the power to 
regulate and prohibit the sale of fireworks 
given by the new state law. There is no 
probability of so deplorable a failure. At 
the last session appropriate ordinances were 
introduced. They should not remain buried 
in committee too long. The dealers in fire- 
works of all kinds should be given ample 
notice of the new order of things. Action 
should not be postponed until they can go 
before the council and argue that they have 
stocked up with explosives and that it would 
be unjust to forbid their sale. 

It would have been better if the state law 


| referred to had carried an emergency clause 


so that it could have been utilized ror the 
coming Fourth. There would not be as 
many fires and accidents as may now be 
looked for. The fact that there can be no 
prohibitory ordinance this year should in- 
spire with greater zeal the agencies which 


| are working for the safe and sane Fourth. 


Their activity should not cease when we 


shall have secured rigid ordinances well en- 


forced, that will make the day safe. It will 
still be their duty to make provision for a 
creditable and enjoyable celebration of Inde- 
pendence day, so that there may be no slip- 
ping back into the old brutal ways.

ORD LICHFIELD’S brother, the Hon. 

William Anson, whose presence in New 

York in connection with the recent in- 

ternational polo tournament has been 

recorded as that of a distinguished for- 
eigner, is really more of an American than 
an Efglishman, having made his home for 
many years in Texas, where he has a large 
ranch, and where he has repeatedly enter- 
tained members of his family, including his 
brother, Francis, who is married to a Texas 
girl, a daughter of George Cleveland of 
Austin. Another brother, the Hon. Alfred 
Anson, who earns his living in London as 
a stock broker, won a few years ago a wager 
of 500 guineas by performing the feat 
of walking from the houses of parliament 
at Westminster to the aquarium at Brigh- 
ton, on the seacoast, a distance of fifty-two 
and a half miles, over a succession of steep 
hills and valleys, in less than fourteen hours 
of continual tramping, and that, too, with- 
out any previous training whatsoever. Yet 
another brother, Claud, married to Lady 
Clodagh Beresford, sister of the Marquis 
of Waterford, also spends much time in this 
country; while his nephew, Lord Anson, 
A. D. C. to the viceroy of Ireland, is a fa 
miliar figure in New York society. 

The Ansons have been settled at Shug- 
borough hall, the principal country place of 
Lord Lichfield, in Staffordshire, ever since 
the reign of James I. One of the best known 
of the Ansons was that famous Admiral Sir 
George Anson, so celebrated for his voyage 
round the world, and who died as Lord An- 
son, and as first lord of the admiralty. His 
estates, in default of male issue, were in- 
herited by his sister’s son, George Adams, 
who, with the permission of the crown, and in 
compliance with his uncle’s WH, assumed 
the name and the arms of Anson. His son 
Thomas was created Viscount Anson in 
1806, and his eldest son in turn was advanced 
to the earldom of Lichfield by William IV. 
on the occasion of his coronation in 1831. 
He married from the schoolroom a great 
Welsh heiress, a Miss Louisa Phillips of 
Slebech hall, in county Pembroke, and she 
became one of the autocrats of London so- 
ciety, ruling it with despotic sway for forty 
years. When she died, in 1879, there disap- 
peared with her the last of the famous lady 
patronesses- of Almack’s; those lady pat- 
ronesses who on one memorable occasion re- 
fused admission to Almack’s to the great 
Duke of Wellington, because he happened to 
come in trousers, in lieu of knee breeches, to 
a dance there, and at another time closed 
the doors to the prime minister of the day 
because he had arrived too late. 

The present Lord Lichfield is the third 
earl of his line, owns about 40,000 acres of 
land, principally in Staffordshire, and is mar- 
ried to a daughter of the late Earl of Lei- 
cester.

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President Fallieres has just affixed his 
signature to a decree, on the strength of a 
recommendation by the council of state, 
granting the petition of the five sons of the 
late Baron André de Reille to assume the 
name of Soult, borne by their great-grand- 
father, the famous Marshal Soult, who was 
created Duke of Dalmatia by the first Na- 
poleon, and whose empire honors were con- 
firmed by the Bourbons on their restoration 
in 1814. 

The marshal’s granddaughter and sole 
heiress, Mile. Genevieve Soult, married Col 
Baron René de Reille, who was under sec- 
retary of state in the conservative adminis- 
tration of De Fourtou, during the presidency 
of Marshal MacMahon. This couple had a 
son, the late Baron André de Reille, and it is 
his five sons who have now received author- 


ity from the council of state and from the 


president of the republic to change their 
name from de Reille to Soult, the presidential 
decree bearing the date of June 3. 

This: does not mean, however, that these 
young men will have any right whatsoever to 
their great-grandfather’s title of Duke of 
Dalmatia, although I confidently expect ere 
long to see one of them decked forth in his 
nobiliary dignities. If he does this it will 
be without any legal warrant.

In the first place, as I have repeatedly” 


pointed out in these letters, nobiliary titles in 
France descend only in the male line direct. 
and not in the female line. This is specially 
stipulated in monarchical laws still in ex- 
istence, and never yet repealed. It is true 
that the two emperors of the French, and 
likewise some of the kings of France, have 
sometimes revived in men the nobiliary 
honors of their maternal grandfather or 
maternal uncle. But this has always been 
by means of patent, and as an act of infre- 
quent grace and favor. The government 
of the republic has naturally never ventured 
to do anything of the kind. 

Some French people have got round the im- 


possibility of getting the government of the 


republic to meet their wishes in this re- 
spect by applying either to the Vatican or 
else to the king of Spain, as the only Bour- 
bon now occupying a throne, to revive in 
their favor, by means of patent, the tiles 
borne by maternal forbears. But these 
titles cannot be borne legally in Francs 
without authorization granted by the keeper 
of the great seal of France, that is to say, by 
the minister of justice and by the president of 
the republic, and no such permits have been 
granted since the presidency of Marshal 
Macmahon, more than thirty years ago: 
while between the downfall of the empire 
in 1870 and Macmahon’s retirement nine 
years later only about six permits were 
granted for the assumption of foreign titles 
by Frenchmen.

While it is just possible that the young de 
Reilles, now Soults, might obtain patents as 
dukes and counts of Dalmatia from the 
pope, which would have no legal value in 
France, and which they would not be able 
to use without danger of fine, and even of 
imprisonment, it is improbable in the ex- 
treme that the king of Spain would do any- 
thing foward the revival of their great- 
grandfather's honors in their favor. 

For if there is one name more than any 
other that is execrated in Spain, it is pre- 
cisely that of the French Marshal Soult, 
whose troops during the peninsular war at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century won 
for themselves as bitter a hatred as Crom- 
well’s troops did in Ireland by the ruin which 
they spread on every side, and especially by 
their looting. Soult himself took a lead in 
the plundering, and after the restoration his 
mansion in Paris and his two country seats 
were crowded from cellar to garret with 
paintings and art treasures of which he had 
plundered national galleries, royal palaces, 
churches, cathedrals, religious establish- 
ments, and private collections during his 
foreign campaigns.

Some of his baggage trains, however, were 
captured before they reached the northern 
frontier of Spain by the Duke of Wellington 
and Soult’s treasures, or rather plunder, 
were conveyed just as they were to England, 
to Apsley house, to await the Duke of Wel- 
lington’s return. It was some time after 
the restoration of peace that the duke be- 
thought himself of having the unopened 
cases and bundles examined, and was made 
aware of what they contained. He then pre- 
pared to make restitution to King Ferdinand 
of Spain. But the latter, realizing the debt 
of gratitude that he owed to the Duke of 
Wellington, who had contributed more than 
anybody else to the recovery of his throne.

DECLARES TUNNELS USELESS 
IN CHICAGO SUBWAY PLANS. 


Engineer St. John Holds Attempts to 
Utilize River Bores Would, Increase 
Congestion in Downtown District. 


None of the existing river tunnels may be 
included in the proposed initial subway sys- 
tem, according to Richard C. St. John, for- 
mer assistant subway engineer. He told the 
members of the Chicago Electric club at their 
luncheon yesterday afternoon in a down- 
town restaurant that an attempt to use the 
tunnels would simply increase congestion in 

_ the downtown section. 

Further than this, Mr. St. John declared 
that the tunnels had not helped to relieve 
congestion up to date and that the three 
river tunnels, even if properly located, could 
not help the situation. He recommended 
the building of a subway system capable of 
extension and providing facilities for both 
elevated and surface roads. To the mer- 
chants in the outlying districts, Mr. St. John 
said, the subway would be a benefit because 
it would tempt people to live farther from 
the center of the town if they could get more 
rapid transit. The district most needing 
the subway, he declared, is that east of Hal- 
eted street, north of Twelfth street, and 

south of Chicago avenue.

VINEGAR PLANT GETS LAND. 


Property at Hawthorne and North 
Avenues Brings $100,000. 


It is said that New York parties are figuring 
on a hotel and theater proposition to be

WILSON TO AID CORPORATIONS. 


Chicago Congressman Would Relieve 
Thoughtless Ones of Penalty 
for Failing to Report. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.]—- 
An amendment to the corporation tax act in- 
tended to relieve corporations of penalties 
assessed against them this year and last 
year will be introduced in the house by 
Representative Wilson of Chicago. 

Numerous corporations failed to give the 
treasury department in March, 1910 and 1911, 
the financial statements required by the law 
For this delinquency penalties were impose4 
and added to the tax eventually to be col- 
lected. The penalties totaled several hun- 
dred thousand dollars each year. 

Mr. Wilson says that most of the cor- 
porations failed to comply with the law 
because it was a new statute to which in- 
sufficient publicity had been given.
